the cabin pressurized when peaVigatot George B. Hart met his tragic 


death.

_ Home Rule a Step Nearer 


By a vote of 28 to 17, the Senate yes- 
terday passed the measure which will pro- 
vide access to home rule for cities in more 
than a hundred Georgia counties. 

The measure now goes back to the 
House, which has passed it previously, for 
agreement to several minor Senate amend- 
ments. Barring unanticipated obstruc- 
tionism on the part of House leaders, the 
measure should become law some day this 
week, the Senate changes coming under 
the head of \obvious improvements. 

One of the Senate amendment, inci- 
dentally, affords a variety of means of 
nominating charter commissions in Fulton 
County, thereby negating the objection of 
Mayor Hartsfield to provisions of the 
original bill. 

Once the House and Senate versions 
are reconciled and the bill signed into law, 
the Legislature will have enacted what 
we consider the most important single 
piece of legislation to come before it this 
session. 

Moreover, it will have answered‘ at 
least a portion of a specific mandate .of 
the people as set forth in Paragraph 1 of 
Article XV of the State Constitution: . 

“The General Assembly shall provide

But that, if home rule 
works-as well as we believe it will, is a 
situation which eventually will adjust 
itself. 

Meanwhile, it must be borne in mind 
that the legislation just passed applies 
only to municipal governments, that a 
county home rule bill has yet to be passed. 

We do not agree with Rep. Ben Gar- 
land’s charges that the.county home rule 
bill is being stifled by the House Rules 
Committee. 

But neither do we believe there is so 
much other legislation of surpassing im- 
portance to justify not bringing it up for 
passage within the next few days.

He became nationally known for his 
humanitarian doctrines and his work in 
the fielc of probation and parole.

Unfair Tax 


Editor, Constitution: The Geor- 
gia House of Representatives has 
passed a so-called 3% retail sales 
lax law and passed the bill on the 
State Senate for final adoption. 

While this proposed law imposes 
a 3% tax on retail sales above 
lOc, sales below 10c pay no tax. 
Items from 10c to 30c pay ONE 
CENT TAX or approximately 5% 
instead of 3%, . 

This method of application of 
the tax would force most consum-| 
ers Of milk to pay ONE CENT 


MORE for each quart of milk they 
buy rather than ONE-FIFTH OF 
A CENT more on each quart of 
milk if the sales tax was equitably 
imposed on all retail sales. 

The dairy industry of Georgia 
does not oppose any revenue meas- 
ure the State finds necessary to its 


vital operations but does not feel

that consumers of such vitally nec- | 
essary items of food as milk and | 
dairy products should be forced to 
assume a greater part of the tax 
load than items that are not essen-

Mrs. Catt Is 
Dead in New York 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt is dead in New 

Rochelle, N. Y., and I am remembering a thin 

3 young college student whose interest in politics 

led him to go down to the Hermitage Hotel, in Nashville, Tenn., to 
interview her. It was August 18, 1920. 

That day in the Tennessee Legislature a young representative had 
voted “aye” to give the Woman’s Suffrage Amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution a majority. 

His vote also made Tennessee’s decision the necessary majority 
to ratify the amendment nationally. 

I still can hear the shrill, feminine cheers ring out from the 
crowded galleries. And, when they had died and the young man was 
being hugged and kissed by women, old and young, I recall hearing 
him say that he did it because he believed his mother was intelli- 
gent enough to vote. 

There were later speeches in which it was said the young man’s 
name would go sounding down the corridors of history, echoing for- 
ever in the memories of a grateful nation. 


Prize I have forgot his name. What is more, I will offer to mail 

a box of candy to the first letter arriving from a lady who 
recalls the name of the Tennessean who broke the chains of medieval 
prejudice and gave to her the rights of citizenship. 

But, I did remember Mrs. Catt. She was a fine old lady. It wor- 
ries me a little that in 1920 I thought her a fine, venerable old lady. 
She was 88 when she died and, therefore, was but 61 which does not 
now seem to me quite so venerable. But, in 1920, I was years young- 
er than Jack Dempsey and Dempsey was champion of the world. 

She was a grand person who had washed college dishes to get a 
college education. She had married a newspaper man and when he 
died had made her own way, fighting against the prejudice of 
a male world which said that woman’s place was in the home and 
that a woman was too sweet and fine to be brought in contact with 
the squalor of politics. - 

That brought her out of her corner fighting—she was trying to 
sell advertising and men who headed the agencies laughed at her— 
and she kept on until she had won that day in Tennessee. 


Politics I think women have had a wholesome effect on poli- 
tics, although by no means in the measure hoped for 
by Mrs. Catt. 

They have cleaned up the candidates and they have helped put 
a better atmosphere about polling places. 

They have, by small organizations, brought about a more critical 
study of candidates and issues. I have in mind, especially, the 
League of Women Voters. Yet its membership is pitifully small, in 
comparison with the thousands and thousands of women who are 
not interested in the ballot. 

By and large, the women have not done much with the ballot. 
They have fallen into the family pattern. They vote as their hus- 
bands do. I am aware there are exceptions, but most of them go 
along, taking their politics neat from their spouses and brothers, 

If the women of America would apply their independent intelli- 
gence to the ballot box they could bring to it reforms it otherwise 
will never know, To date, their participation has been disappointing, 


measured against its possibilities.

In November of that year, Harding and Coolidge were elected. 

Such was the flavor of 1920.

Special Session 
May Not Be Necessary 


If the Supreme Court rules that M. E. Thomp- 
son is Acting Governor, Thompson can sign all 
the legislation already signed by Herman Tal- 

reife thereby avoid a special session of the Georgia Legis- 
ature. 

If the Supreme Court rules that Herman Talmadge is Gov- 
ernor, enough legislation will already have been passed to assure 
the orderly operation of the State—and expansion of State services— 
without necessity of a special session. 

These were two of the views expressed by solons who believed 
Georgia can get by without a special session in spite of the bog- 
down of the present session. Another expresses an unique view: 

“The Supreme Court could hold that while Thompson is legally 
Acting Governor, Talmadge has been de facto Governor and there 
by sustain Talmadge’s actions in office thus far while replacing 
him with Thompson. A special session of the Legislature would 


not be necessary if this were done.” 
Opinions Vary Opinions among Legislators vary as to whether 
a special session will be needed. With just 10 
working days remaining, the General Assembly has not yet com- 
pleted action on the Appropriations Bill and the Revenue Bill. A 
long list of other legislation faces death in the last-minute log- 
jams. Some friends of both Talmadge and Thompson say it is 
impossible to avoid a special session, regardless of what the court 
does on the gubernatorial dispute. Others, from both factions, say 
it is possible to get by without a special session, regardiess of who 
the court holds to be the legal Governor. 

The floor leaders of the two bodies are in disagreement. House 
Floor Leader Robert Elliott, of Muscogee, a Talmadge friend, savs 
at the present time he sees no necessity for a special session. He 
observed that the House has passed the three major bills which 
are absolutely essential this session. There is a long list of. bills 
which can’t be passed, but Elliott says the administration can oper- 
ate without these measures. 

Senate Floor Leader Everett Millican, of Atlanta, a Thompson 
friend, predicts a special session of the General Assembly at least 
by 1948. Much time will be needed to complete action on the 
revenue-raising bills, he said, and much necessary legislation will 
be tied up for lack of time in the closing days of the 1947 ‘session. 

Sen. Alex Weaver, of Macon, a Talmadge supporter, says he 
couldn’t tell yet whether a special session would be necessary. He 
adds that one might be necessary in 1948, if revenue measures passed 
now failed to raise sufficient revenue. Mrs. Iris Bliteh, Senator 
from Homerville and friend of Talmadge, feels the General Assem- 
bly can complete action on the Revenue Bills and Appropriation Bull 
and thereby care for the expanded services without necessitating 
a special session. 

Sen. E. F. Griffin, of Eatonton, a Thompson ally, and Sen. Grady 
Coker, of Canton, a Talmadge leader, agree that there is “no way 
out of a special session, regardless of who is named the legal Gov- 
ernor.” They say many important bills are yet to be considered, 
and indications are that the remaining days will be consumed with 


revenue-ralising bills. 
: A Talmadge supporter-in the House said he 
De Facto Action had heard the “de facto’ angle advanced, 
If Talmadge is held to be the legal Governor, he said no special 
session would be needed. While it has been said that all bills 
signed by Talmadge would be void if the court held for Thompson, 
this solon said he had been told that this might be avoided if 
the court also upheld the action of Talmadge as de facto Gove 
ernor. However, such a ruling would mean that Herman Talmadge 
had named the administration for Thompson—because it would 
uphold his appointees. | 
Rep. Bill Morris, of Augusta, State leader of the Aroused Citi- 
zens of Georgia which is trying to purge the Democratic party 
of the leadership of Talmadge and Roy Harris, said he had heard 
that it might be possible for Thompson to make the bills legal by 
adding his signature to them even at this late date. The law says 
that the Governor shall act within five days after a bill is sub 
mitted to him. But, Morris added, if Thompson is Governor, the 
bills have not yet been submitted to the Governor of Georgia—~ 
so after the court rules for Thompson, the bills, bearing Talmadge’s 
signature, can be handed to Thompson for signing them into law.

It was enough to make a ham-hungry man 
drool like a bottle-hungry baby. When you opened 
a . & 2 the door to the auditorium the good smokehouse 
anal rushed into the nostrils—a smel] no country boy will ever | 
forget. It is a smell made up of the sharp tang of hickory smoke | 
and the smell of salt and the smell of the cured meat itself. 

The sight of the auditorium would have started a riot just a 
few months back in the lean, meatless days. Before the stage 
of the auditorium they had built up a bank of hams. It ‘was as | 
high as a man’s head and as broad as the stage, and the hams were 
laid on it so thick there wasn’t room between them to put an egg. 

The stage was a bower of hams—hams in the front row, hung | 
from stout two by fours, and back of the hams the shoulders, and 
back of the shoulders the side meat. And then, as a background 
to all this festooning of hams, there was a back wall banked with

Then along the walls they had hung charts showing what the 
families of the community had done to feed themselves beside grow 
hogs for hams and chickens for eggs. The charts showed how many 
thousands 6f cans of vegetables the people had put up and how 
much stock feed they had grown. 


S mbol It was the 32d annual Ham and Egg Show at the Fort 
Y Valley State College. It was the best show they had 
had yet. There were 600 hams on display. They weren't slick, 
smooth-looking hams like you see in the showcases of the city 
butcher shops. When you cut into these hams, the meat was not 
a rosy pink, like a store-bought ham. These were rough-trimmed 
hams. And the meat was dark. But they had the flavor of ham. 
They had that fine taste of the country ham that has wedded the 
hickory smoke, that has taken the salt. 

They were fine hams—and they stood for something pretty 
tremendous. They were the symbol of what a Georgia community 
could do when a man came along to show people how’to do things. 
They were a tribute to the labor of many hands, but they were 
there because one man had an idea. 

Thirty-two years ago-a slender young Negro named Otis O’Neal 
finished his training as a county agent and went back to his home 
county to try to do something for his people. It was easy enough 
to see what had to be done, but doing it was something else again. 
Everything: his people ate they bought at the store. They bought | 
their meat and their lard and their meal and their syrup. They | 
didn’t buy enough to satisfy them, because they didn’t have the | 
money to buy enough. They were a lean and a hungry people. | 
They worked the other man’s land and they lived and died in debt. | 

| 


Talk O’Neal didn’t think that was the way a man ought to 
live. A man who lived on the land ought to live OFF the 
land. He started going about among his people, talking to them. 
“How come you couldn’t raise a hog?” he'd say, “so you can 
have some meat of your own. How come you can’t raise you some 
chickens and have you some eggs? How come you can’t keep a 
cow and have séme milk for your little children to grow up on, 
strong and stout How come you can’t own a little piece of land 
of your own?” 
O'Neal showed them. He traveled the county, talking about the 
hog and the hen. He talked about owning a little piece of land. 
He showed them how, if they could raise what they ate, they'd 
have some money to put by, and with this money they saved they 


could buy them some land. 

Start It was hard going. The people said they’d try. They 
started in. Sue Myrick, on the Macon Telegraph, pre- 

tended that she remembered the first time they had the Ham and 

Egg Show. She said she remembered the first hog that was raised 

by a family under O’Neal’s urging. She says you never saw such 

a hog in your life. It was a razorback hog. 

“And when that hog was butchered and cut up and rendered 
into lard, you know what was left,’ she said. “Two bushels of 
chitlins and a quart of turpentine.” - 

There has been great progress in 32 years. The 600 hams on 
display at the show just finished came from good fat hogs. The 
250 dozen eggs on display, just a tiny fraction of the thousands 
of eggs produced in that community during the past year. And 
there were 50 farmers there who owned their own farms—farms 
that ranged from more than 600 acres down to 25 acres or so, but 


all thriving, profitable farms. 
It took a long time to do it, but O’Neal showed his people how.

In just about three weeks the who's who of 
golf will tee off at Augusta to start the ilth 
Masters’ Tournament and Spring will be offi- 
cially here. 

Since its inaugural in 1934, the Masters’ 
has grown in prestige until now it is second 

to none as a golfing event. The field is made up of cham- 

pions—the stars of today and of yesterday, both amateur 

and professiapal. 

The Masters” never fails to produce spectacular golf but the 
tournament they are still talking about was in 1935, the second. 
This one will continue to create clubhouse conversation for years 
to come in golfing circles the world over. 

It was in this tourney that Gene Sarazen, the Little Sar- 
dine; carded his spectacular double-eagle to tie Craig Wood 

at the end of the regulation 72 holes and then winning a 36-

_ t's an oft-told story but it never grows old. 

Craig started his ill-fated last 18-hole round with a total of 
209. a threestroke lead over Sarazen. Wood finished his round 
with a respectable 73 for a total of 282, and as those with a chance 
to catch him fell by the wayside, he seemed sure of victory. 

Reporters, officials and spectators swarmed around him offering 
congratulations for two reasons, the other being that he and his 
pretty voung wife were celebrating their first wedding anniversary. 

Word was that Sarazen had gone out in 37 and apparent- 
ly didn't have a chance. This belief was strengthened when 
the report that with only four left, the Little Sardine trailed 
Viooed by three strokes. 

But then it happened. On the 485-yard 15-hole, “Fire 
Thorn.” as each hole on the course is named after a flower, 
Sararen holed out a 220-yard spoon shot for a double-eagle 
and thereby closed that threestroke gap between him and 
Weed with one shot! 

He finished the round in even par to gain a tie and then won
